His administration as governor Is
the brighteat and cleanest page in the
political history of Nebraska.

In the matter of legisiation regard-
ing rallroads, Governor Shallenberger
led the fight for a physical valuation
law; also for a law requiring raliroads
to provide for transfer facilities at
crossings; for a law requiring rail-
roads to furnish cars in good condition
for the tramsportation of freight; for
8 law preventing raliroads from oper-
ating trains without a full orew; for
another law requiring raliroads to fur-
nish adequate telephone service In
rallroad stations. All of the foregoing
laws were aimed at abuses. and the
passage of these lava were of benefit
and use to the general publie,

Governor Bhallenberger, by advo-
ocating these laws, and by signing
them, has proven that he is a progres-
slve on the rallroad question.

No action was taken in Nebraska to
stop the issuing of watered stock by
public service corporations until Gov-
ernor Bhallenberger, in a special mes-
sage to the legislature, masked that
body to pass a bill forbldding public
service corporations from lssuing
stocks not backed up by actual values.
This simple law has stopped and ab-
solutely prevented the further water-
ing of stock of public service corpora-
tlons in Nebraska. This law Is & fit
companion to the law providing for
the physical valuation of railroads,

Taxation Law.

Governor Bhallenberger took ad-
vanced ground on taxation legislation.
He not only advccated and slgned
laws taking away from the county
assessor the right to appoint deputy
assensors, and providing for the elec-
tion of precinct assessors by the peo-
ple, but he forced into the law a pro-
vislon preventing the state board of
equalization from
anbrr ‘Bl ;'e _.:.1!':. 1 A r
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slate the cerporation
passed. An effort had been made
a prior legislature to pass this law,
but the corporations of the slate were
powerful enough to defeat it. Gover
nor Shallenberger placed the power of
his administration behind this law,
snd It was enacted and theredby placed
upon the statute books of the state, &
law that bas brought more than $366,
300 in taxes into the general fund of'
the state,

Progressive Laws. :

Governor BShallenberger advocated
snd supported and signed the law pro-
viding for the Oregon plan for elesct
ing United Btates senators, theredby,
piacing the election of United sumi
senators directly In the hands of the)
people of the state,
He advocated and signed the law,
requiring the publication of campalgn
contributions before election. Nebras
ka {s one of the first states that placed'
this law on its statute books.

He also advocated and signed & law!
that prevents the iatimidstion of
votera by thelr employers. i

General Statement. {
Time and space forbid a complete
recital and discyssion of the v
iaws that were supported, advocated
and signed by Governor Shallenberger
during the time he ocoupled the pov-
srnor's office. Buffice It to say thal
he took advanced ground and aa intel
ligent position on all publio questions.’
He advocated and supported what
was beat for the people, irrespective
of what effect it might have on the
few individuals that were being bene-
fited by lawa favoring them. Coverner
Shallenberger has always stood upen
the side of the people, and he has al
ways had a remedy that would correst
the evils complained of.
